A FLASH 


Neither of us having pre-

The abolitionist commonly 
accuses those who favour re- 
tention of the death penalty of 
being moved more by emotion 
than by reason, and of putting 
forth aTguments full of fncon- 
sistencies. Let him put his own 
house in order in this respect. 

An outstanding inconsistency 
was put forward at the Con-

There are all sorts of controversy as to whe- 
ther an oven-ready, quick-frozen bird is as good 
as one which has been hanging for some days and 


never come in contact 
freezing. Certainly, 


with the cold of deep- 


the oven-ready bird comes 


under the heading of “convenience food,” because 
it ig delivered to the door and only needs to be 
thawed before being cooked. 


If, however, you like the 
flavour and aroma which have 
developed since the bird was 
lsiled, you will plump for the 
bird hanging in your butcher's 
or poulterer’s shop. 


Bul whatever you choose one 
uhing is certain ~— the better 
and more elegantly flavoured 
the stuffings, the better flavoured 
ihe bird will be. 


{fhe broad-breasted turkey is 
the favourite lf you buy 
“hanging” bird, ask to have the 
wishbone remaved and you will 
find that the bird will then carve 
very much better and = more 
economirvally 

In the case of an oven-ready 
bird, the wishbone can be re- 
moved without too much trouble 
after it has thawed 

The one thing to remember is 
to draw back the skin over the 
breast far enough so that your 
small, sharp knife does not cut 
through it. Hf that should hap- 
pen you will have a_ little 
sewing to do 

When it comes to stuffing the 
breast, take very good care not 
to draw 'the skin too tightly over 
the filling because that would 
surely cause i1 to burst 

if you yourself hesitate to 
remove the wishbone, postpone 
ihe operation for a year and 
practise on chicken during the 
next 12 mortths. 


The _ stuffings 


HE stuffings can be partially 

assembled on Christmas Eve, 
but do not stuff the ‘bird until 
next day. The following amounts

That was before she became

She was a star at the age of 
14. By.the time she was 23 she 
was the highest paid woman in 
the wurld-—pulling in £84,0u0 a 
year 

Now a plumping 39 she lives 
in the obscurity of the none-tou- 
Sushionable village of Neaaphle- 
lu-Chateau, an hour's drive frum 
Paris 

The Deanna 
began the day 
Lancashire born Immigrants 
living in Canada, found that 
their lille daughter, Edna Mae, 
hued a tine natural singing voice 

Litue Edna took her first 
singing lesson in 1929. She was, 
everyone agreed, going to be a 
great opera star, But the read 
to success on the opera stage is 
a long and arduous one for even 
the preatest of natura] talents 
For Edna Mae, an attractive, 
vivacious girl, a short cut wa 
available. 

The year befor. she had sung 
her first tremulous scales, a man 
called Al Jolson had appeared in 
the first “talkie” film. The 
boom years in Hollywuod had 
begun. But the cinema. was 
ever in search of new falent. 
Edna Mae Durbin was to heip 
supply that need. 

In 1936 Edna Mae signed her 
still childish hand on her first 
Hollywood contract. M.G.M. 
agreed to pay her £31 a week. 

But the amount of work they 
called on her to do.did nothing 
whatsoever to disturb the 
routine of her singing lessons. 

The contract of the still un- 
known girl was ‘ought up by 
Universal on the advice of one 
of that company’s directors, 
silent star Mary Pickford. 


NEW NAME 


Universal upped Edna Mae's 
salary to £36 a week, changed 
her name to Deanna and put 
ber in a “B” picture called 
The Smart Girls. 

The film cost no more than 
£75,000 to make, It was launch- 
ed with no greut ballyhoo and 
with no particular idea of turn- 
ing the 14-year-old. girl, who 
sang’ so..prettjly, into a star. 

Phe-film—bosses—had. misealeu- 
lated. ‘Thev had failed to recog- 
nise_a gold mine when they saw 
it.

Tl was the most spectacular 
list in the history of the film 
city, Even Shirley Temple, the 
wonder ehild star of the 1930s, 
wus unable to keep pace with 
Deanna’s career, 

Three Smart Girls was fol- 
lowed as fast as Holiywood 
could get film into camera by 
One Hundred Men and a Girl. 

Like Deanna’s first film, this 
imposed no intellectual strain 
upon its audiences. But her 
voice was now backed by no less 
a maestro than Leopold Stow- 
kowski, conducting the Phila- 
delphia Symphony Orchestra. 
Some singers spend a lifetime 
without achieving as much. 

One critic described the film 
as a “child’s guide to the 


classics, with humorous illustra-, 


lions."" But he also forecast that 
it would pack the cinemas. 

After that came Mad about 
Mustc, That Certain Age, First 
Love-—in which Deanna got her 
first ecreen kiss—and a host of 
others. 

Of That Certain Age, the film 
critic of the Sunday Express 
wrote lyrically: — 

“These Deanna Durbin mte- 
tures—and this ts the fourth— 
are the miracle films of the day. 

“They never put a wrong 
foot forward. They never over- 
reach themselves. They never 
for a moment lose that sparkle, 
They never miss.” 

A star who-could inspire critics 
to such praise had no fear at the, 
box office, Dearna’s fan mail wai 
the largest in Hollywood. 


WELL-TO-DO 


In 1850, Deanna Durbin mar- 
ricd M, David, a French film 
director, who had directed one 
of her less successful films. 
Retirement had begun. 

Now with M. David and her 
two children, 15-year-old Jessica 
by her second marriage, and M. 
David’s 10-year-old son Peter, 
she lives the life of a well-to-do 
housewlfe in  Neauphle - le - 
Chateau, 

‘Occasionally, a shopping bag 
cover her arm, she visits the 
village food market. When she 
utrived in the village her French 
was almost non~existent, Now, 
say the villagers, it is excellent, 
Her son goes to the village 
school.

Innocent 


Among the lesser known I
